Iowa  State  has  elected  a  "left-wingei  "  a.^  p 
its  student  body.  .Donald  Smith,  a  bear  lui  i.i  no 
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them  down  —  if  there  are  some  wc  would  like  to  hear  them. 
BUT  NO,  ALL  WE  HAVE  ARE  a  few  students  excited 
over  imagined  implications,  saying  no,  we  can't  have  it. 

The  worst  offender  is  AWS.  Despite  their  protest  to 
the  contrary  we  believe,  from  our  conversations  and  dis- 
cussions with  them,  these  protests  stem  from  a  nervous  fear 
that  they  might  lose  power  —  especially  in  the  Holy  Reg 
Board. 

AWS  MAINTAINS  THE  BILL  is  a  repetition  of  the 
federal  Bill  of  Rights  and  unneeded.  This  is  false.  Those 
rights  exist  between  the  federal  government  and  the  people ; 
we  need  an  enumeration  of  rights  between  the  students  and 
student  government.  AWS  proceeds  to  complain  about 
ambiguous  phrases,  and  taken  out  of  context,  these  phrases 
are  ambiguous.  But  within  the  context  of  the  bill  they  are 
not. 

In  damning  the  court,  AWS  leaders  pick  the  tenuous 
argument  of  listing  whew  it  COULD  go  wrong.  Ignoring, 
apparently,  that  these  arguments  hold  generally  true  for 
any  court,  federal  or  student.  They  then  proceed  to  be- 
little student  ability  to  run  the  court.  Wc  disagree  with 
them  but  must  admit  that  if  social  rcg  boards  are  a  typical 
example  they  may  have  a  point. 

THEY  THEN  BLANDLY  proceed  to  deny  a  "power 
struggle"  with  the  SS  which  they,  in  point  of  fact,  have 
promoted.  Offered  a.s  .supposedly  valid  proof  is  the  fact 
that  no  one  has  appealed  a  lower  Reg  board  decision  in 
eight  years  —  and  apparently  they  want  no  court  around 
to  make  appeal  worth  while. 

But  in  a  valiant  attempt  to  be  positive  they  say  "we 
like  the  idea  but  not  this  court."  Would  any  court  with 
power  to  act  satisfy?

The  reasons  for  getting  rid  of  hours  arc  complex.  First, 
freedom  is  good,  it  makes  life  more  pleasant,  it  helps  ani 
individual  to  grow  and  adjust  to  the  reality  of  living  in  ai 
free  society.  Secondly,  getting  rid  of  hours  is  educationally! 
sound.  A  system  fostering  self-reliance  and  ailjustment  tol 
the  real  world  other  than  an  artifical  world  is  bencfical  to, 
education. 

WE  HAVE  HEARD  SEVERAL  reasons  for  keeping] 
hours  —  none  good.  These  seem  to  stem  from  an  cmotionall 
attitude  of  "in  our  hearts  we  know  we're  right"  and  serve 
little  better  than  as  straws  for  the  opposition,  in  theii 
freruiy  for  "The  True  and  the  Good,"  to  cling  to. 

Now  one  of  these  excuses  runs  as  such  ■"-  we're  educat-| 
ing  for  when  the  girls  go  into  society  and  run  acro.ss  its 
strictions.  These  restrictions,  however,  are  voluntary.  They 
depend  upon  a  persons  sleeping  habits  and  his  conformity  to 
the  middle  class  ethic.  If  it  is  deemed  good  that  girls  con- 
form to  this  .ethic  they  best  do  it  voluntarily  —  the  hours 
system  only  postpones  a  recognition  of  reality. 

THESiE  PEOPLE  HAVE  not  answered  the  argument 
that  "freedom  nurtures  our  finest  thought  and  expression." 
Loss  of  freedom  foster  hj-pocrisy,  circumvention,  and  imma- 
turity. 

Now  another  tactic  used  by  a  very  very  few  supporters 
of  hours  is  really  low,  an  example  of  the  mentality  produced 
by  hours.

I-Yequently  the  ill-financed  student 
is  paying  room  and  boaid  deferred  payments  of  $t>b  at  the 
first  of  every  month.  An  extra  $50  between  these  is  diffi- 
cult. Perhaps  some  might  also  like  to  participate  in  some 
other  functions  —  Dr.  Eiklor's  cultural  trip,  to  Chicago  for 
jnple  —  but  find  themselves  unable  to  do  so  as  a  result 

the  registration  fee.  

IT  BOILS  DOWN  TO  THE  FACT  that  many  students 
miable  to  pre-register  without  great  difficulty,  perhaps 
e  not  at  all.

Friday's  speeches  on  homosexuality  were  tremendously 
effective  in  interesting  and  enlightening  SCI  students  and 
faculty  (hopefully  maybe  even  Student  Personnel.)

In  other  words  private,  consenting 
adults  engaging  in  sexual  acts,  either  hetero  or  homosexual, 
ought  to  be  tolerated.  Those  engaging  in  sexual  acts  other 
than  private,  consenting  adult  —  either  homo  or  hetero- 
sexual —  ought  not  to  be  tolerated. 

The  American  society  ought  to  gravitate  to  this  view  for 
two  reasons,  h'irst.  it  is  the  only  fair,  honest  position.  Sec- 
ondly, if  we  do  nut  we  are  setting  up  a  witch  hunting  sit- 
uation for  those  in  our  society  who  are  over  zealous  in  their 
duty  to  prevent  homosexuality  or  arc  acting  out  their  own 
hate  and  fear. 

THE  SPECIFIC  ISSUE  of  teacher  certificates  is  a 
controversial  point.  \Ye  firmly  advocate  that  homosexuals 
who  engage  in  private,  consenting  adult  sexuality,  ought  to 
be  granted  teaching  certificates.  Heterosexuals  of  this

Credibility  Crisis  At  Hand 

The  administration  has  fallen  into  a  trap  that  may  1 
too  late  to  escape  from,  at  least  not  without  great  effoi 
They  have,  in  effect,  a  crisis  of  credibility  of  Johnsonii 
proportions: 

Many  students  who  go  to  some  administrators  get  wh 
has  been  called  "the  same  old  song  and  dance."  In  mar 
cases  they  either  do  not  get  the  information  .or  do  not  g 
complete  information. 

SOME  EXAMPLES:  last  'Wednesday  at  the  Matricul 
tion  Convocation  students  were  told  to  call  the  adniinistr 
tion  to  find  out  the  answers  to  their  questions.  The  EY 
did  eo.  One  top  administrator  was  asked  for  informatic 
about  the  Regents  possibly  banning  some  cars  oa  camp: 
and  was  told  there  was  none,  another  member  of  tl 
staff  asked  the  President  for  the  same  information  and  w: 
given  it.  Also  Wednesday  afternoon  an  EYE  member  tal 
ed  to  an  administrator  about  football  tickets,  gained  i 
information  and  said  "the  only  thing  I  knew  when  I  le 
was  something  was  being  hid  from  me." 

The  EYE  still  has  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  last  sprii 
asking  a  prominent  administrator  to  explain  the  homosex 
ality  situation  —  we  received  no  word  on  the  matter.  A  st 
dent  leader  commented  recently  that  "I  wish  there  we: 
two  places  I  could  get  the  same -answer  to  one  question. 
In  addition,  if  you  do  get  information  there  is  the  proble 
of  whether  it  is  complete  or  just  the  favorable  side,  or  mei 
semantical  obfuscation ; 

'WE  DO  NOT  MEAN  TO  SAY  this  is  aU  deliberat 
most  is  red  tape  confusion.  But  at  the  same  time,  studen 
who  deal  frequently  with  the  administration  know  son 
of  it  is  deliberate.  So  no  matter  how  much  it  is  protests 
that  all  the  correct  information  was  given,  and  if  from  no 
on  it  is,  those  students  who  have  put  up  with  this  for  tw 
or  three  years  wUl  never  know  for  sure.  This  then  is  tl 
trap.  What  to  do? 

This  brings  another  matter  up.  Is  this  "responsible 
action?  Many  students,  who  are  taught  everything  shoul 
be  eritieally  discussed,  think  not.  Some  administrators,  f< 
reasons  of  their  own,  appear  to  think  so. 

THE  EYE  HAS  BEEN  TOLD  several  times  to  be  "r- 
sponsible"  but  we  get  the  feeling  this  world  is  being  use 
sloppily  to  enforce  the  user's  personal  prejudices  and  to  r 
fleet  a  different  generations  concept  of  the  truth. 

The  term  to  many  means  some  type  of  prevailing  defii 
ition  or  inkling  of  propriety  that  really  can  not  be  precisel 
stated  but  used  only  to  enforce  personal  beliefs. 

THE  E'YE  HAS  A  DEFINTION  of  this  that  also  coii 
eides  v/ith  the  dictionary.  The  term  should  mean  that  an 
person  who  has  done  something  or  supports  something  t 
accountable  for  it.  In  other  words,  he  will,  if  necessar; 
take'  the  blame,  he  is  answerable  for  his  actions.  So  eve 
if  you  make  a  mistake,  or  are  dishonest,  but  will  accept  tl 
consequences  of  your  action,  you  are  responsible. 

So  the  EYE  is  responsible,  we  may  make  errors  or  mi 
judgements,  but  we  take  the  blame.  In  fact  the  EYE  : 
ore  than  responsible.  We  attempt  to  print  the  whole  infoi 
d  the  truth,  when  we  have  it.

Transcripts  To  Draft  Boards 


Because  many  students  re- 
ceived re-evaluated  draft 
status  notices  in  October,  Dr.. 
Marshall  Beard,  registrar, 
announced  SCl's  policy  on 
sending  transcripts  to  local 
draft  boards. 

For  deferment  purposes 
the  Selective  Service  System 
uses  rank  in  class  which  Ls  de- 
termined from  the  cumulative 
grade  index  based  on  the 
course  load  of  work  taken. 

"IF  A  STUDENT  chooses  to 
use  his  rank  in  class  as  a  means 
of  securing  a  student  defer- 
ment, it  will  be  to  his  best  in- 
terest to  carry  about  16  hours 
of  work  a  semester  so  that  he 
will  earn  his  rank  in  the  min- 
imum time,"  Dr.  Beard  said. 

"If  a  student  does  not  carry 
16  hours  per  semester  his 
Board  may  get  the  idea  that  he 
is  not  making  adequate  prog- 
ress," he  said.
